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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . according to a preliminary amendment filed on March 23, 2005, the applicants have 
canceled claims 9-11 and furthermore, have amended claims 1, 8 and 12-14. 

2. Claims 1-8 and 12-14 are now pending in the application. 

Specification 

3. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-5, 8, 12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In independent claims 1 and 12, the applicants have put a proviso that R3 is not 
halogen. However, according to the definition of variable R3, it can only be either 
fluorine or chlorine and not any other halogen ( such as iodine or bromine ). An 

appropriate correction is required. 

In claim 5, lines 3 and 5, piperidineamine is misspelled as piperidinamime ( line 3 ), 
piperidinarnine ( line 3 ) and piperidinamne ( line 5 ). An appropriate correction is 
required. 
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In claim 12, the value of P defined as amine protective group is indefinite since actual 
values are not defined. The applicants are suggested to include only tert-butyl 
carboxylate group as protecting group since the structure search was done with this 
group only. 

In claim 14, the values defined as 3-to 1 uidino ( 2"^^ compound ) and 4-toluidino ( 3"^ 
compound ) are indefinite since their meanings are not clear. 
Claim 14 does not read on either claim 1 or claim 12 and therefore, applicants are 
suggested to cancel this claim since it would require new structure search and 
therefore, causes burdensome search. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 13 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 6 and 7 are allowed. The instant compounds of formulae (I) and (II) are neither 
disclosed nor obvious over the prior art. In the prior art, Sanczuk ( U.S. Patent 
4,126,689 ) discloses compounds in examples XIV ( see column 23, lines 5-25 ) and 
XVIII ( see column 24, lines 15-31 ) which are closely related to the instant compounds. 
However, the compounds of Sanczuk differ in structure from the instant compounds in 
having additional carbonyl group between the N and the benzyl group and furthermore, 
there is no teaching, suggestion or motivation in the prior art to modify the compounds 
of Sanczuk to prepare the instant compounds.
